St. AUGUSTINE' Cave, 


WaHicH is a Building of Roots of Trees and Moſs: 
Here you loſs all the Sight of the Gardens, and of all 
its Beauties; which are intercepted by Frees, Hedges, 
and a great Number of Shrubs: This is very artfully 
contrived ; in the ſame manner as Shades in a Picture, 
or Pauſes in Mufic. In' this Cave are a Straw Couch, 
a Wooden Chair, with three Windows or Holes, over 
Which are Three Inſcriptions in Montiſb Latin Verſe,

DrAvixc this Place, you approach a Building of a 
quite different Nature, called, The Temple of BACCHUS, 
built of Brick but painted White and ſurrounded with 
Statues : Here one ſeldom miſles ſitting down a while, 
either to fetch a little Breath, or to admire the Painting. 
On the Walls you ſee the Triumphs of Drunkenneſs 
and Jollity ; and, on the Cieling, the God Bacchus, 
of an enormous Size, by NoLLiKins. From this 


Structure, there is a delightful Proſpe& of the Lake, 


VEnus's Temple, the Rotunda with it's Canal; and 
on the Right the Belvidere, and a diſtant Proſpect to- 
wards AYLESBURY and WENDoveR Hills, with a 

reat A pros of beautiful Objects; and all, ſo happily 
diſpoſed, make a moſt delightful Picture. "Theſe Trees 
give an agreeable cool Air, and make it, I think, as 
elegant a4 Retreat for the Enjoyment of a Summer's 
Evening, as can well be imagin'd,

Nor far from this is the Saxon Temple: It is an

On the Eaſt, the Equeſtrian Statue (at the Head of the 
Canal) of the late King; which ſtands in the Back 
Front of the Houſe, with this Inſcription :

O the Left, a View of the Top of the Church, the 

Temple of antient VIx ruE, and moſt delightful Pro- 
ſpect over the Country; and, in the Garden, ſeveral 
other Buildings preſent themſelves with great Pomp. 
The Lake, whoſe Bounds are beautifully concealed, 
adds much to the general Agreeableneſs of the Place.

The Rorup A. 


Nor far from hence a majeſtic Edifice riſes, called, 
The Rotunda : There is not a Piece of Stone-work in 
the whole Garden that makes a more beautiful Figure 
than this, in point of Perſpective ; it is an airy Build- 
ing, by Sir Tone VANBRUGH. The Dome is ſup- 
ported on Ten Jonic Columns; and, in the Centre, 
ſtanding on a circular Pedeſtal, is a Venus d Medicis : It 
ſtands on a gentle Riſe, and a beautiful View of the 
Queen's Theatre, NxLsOx's Seat, and its fine Canal, 
the Belvidere, Pyramid, and firſt Proſpect of the Lake. 


The late QUEEN'S STATUE. 


FRom this Place we have a View of Part of the Lake, 
the great Lawn, and ſeveral other Buildings, preſenting 
themſelves alternately as we turn ourſelves round: On 
one Side you have an Opening, laid out with all the Em- 
belliſhments of Art; on the other, a ſpacious Theatre: 
Here you behold an Area, watered by a clear Canal, 
where wantonly ſport a vaſt Number of Swans, Wild- 
duks, and Peacocks, &c. Her late Majeſty's is the 
principal Figure in the Scene, with this Inſcription :

Advantage amoneſt thoſe venerable Gaks; two or 
three other Buildings half hid amongſt the Trees, 
which come in for a Share in the Proſpect, and add 
much to the Beauty of it. Nor do I think this other 
View inferior to it: That Variety of Shades among the 
Trees; the Lake ſpread fo elegantly amongſt them, and 
Fong here and there through the Buſhes ; with the 

emple of Venus, as a Termination to the View. 
Here is a Viſto likewiſe, very happily terminated by 
the Canal.

The SLEEPING PARLOUR. 


THr1s Temple is fituated at the Bottom of a levely 
Receſs, contrived with all imaginable Art, in the Mid- 
dle of a cool dark Grove; 12 from all Noiſe, and 
breathing, as it were, Tranquility and Repoſe. Six 
Walks centre in this Building, which is of Free- ſtone ; 
and contains only a middling Hall, where commodiouy 
Canopies invite you to ſleep; and the Walls are adorn- 
ed with moſt charming Freſco's of the Cs ARS Heads, 
with ſeveral Feſtogs of Fruit and Flowers. On the

LrAvixo this Place, and croſſing the Avenue from 
the Pavilions before- mentioned, we come to the Mitch- 
Houſe ; which I look upon as a great Maſter- piece. 
Vou muſt know, that this Houſe is inhabited by a Ne- 
cromancer; and that Inſcription lets you know the 
Hand that has been employed to paint it. The Paint- 
ings are copied from the famous GIiLLOT's Prints, call- 
ed His Dreams. But here, the Compoſition, Draw- 
ing, and Pencilling, I muſt allow you, are not the moſt 
elegant; but if the Defign and Figures were the Artiſt's 
own (for they ſhew excellent Humour, and exceeding 
good Invention), that Conſultation is well imagined ; 
and fo are theſe Witches and Wizards, their Employ- 
ments likewiſe, their Form and Attitudes, are well va- 
ried : They are all painted by the late Lord's Gentle- 
man, and the Devices are alluding to the Name. This

craft, and Aſtrology. Care has been alſo taken to place 
n ſome Part of the Cave the famous Tripod of the 
Sibi. Not far from hence, is a Houſe that formerly

the Gardens; near the Houſe, are placed on Pedeſtals, 
APOLLO and the Nine Muſes, round the Spring of He- 
lican.

In this Rotunda; of the Ionic Order; done by KenT, 
ou will find it a very illuſtrious Aſſembly of great 
en; the wiſeſt Lawgiver, the beſt Philoſopher; the 
moſt divine Poet, and the moſt able Captain, that per- 
haps ever lived, I fancy 2 will hardly diſſent fon 
„ when I tell you theſe Heroes Names: There ſtands 
YCURGUS ; chere, Sock ATR; there, Home ; and 
there, EFAMINONDAS.. Illuſtrious Chiefs; who made 
Virtue their only Purſuit, and the Welfare of Mankind 
their only Study ; in whoſe Breaſts, mean Self-Intereſt 
had no Poſſeſſion. To eſtabliſh a well-regulated Con-

IT muſt be owned indeed, that theſe Walks want 
ſuch Opening into the Country as little as any Plate 
can _— imagined to do: Yet even Srow itſelf, I 
aſſure you, is much improved by them. They con- 
traſt beautifully with this more poliſhed Nature, and 
ſet it off to greater Advantage, The Eye, after ſurfeit- 
ing itſelf with the Feaſt here provided for it, by uſing a 
little Exerciſe in travelling about the Country, grows 
hungry again, and returns to the Entertainment with 
freſh Appetite, Beſides, there is nothing ſo diſtaſteful 
to the Eye as a confined Proſpect (where the Reaſona- 
bleneſs of jt does not appear) ; eſpecially if a dead 
Wall, or any other ſuch diſagreeable Object, ſteps in be- 
tween, The Eye naturally loves Liberty, and when 
it is in queſt of Proſpedts, will not reft content with the 
moſt beautiful Diſpoſitions of Art, confined within a 
narrow Compaſs ; but (as ſoon as the Novelty of Sights 
is over) will begin again to grow diſſatisfied, till the 
whole Limits of the Horizon be given it to range 
through, The Eye is like a Bee, Plant as many

To eſta- 
bliſh a juſt Taſte in theſe, was eſteemed in ſome mea- 
fure, as adyancing the Succeſs of Virtue : And can it 
be conſidered, as a Work intirely of a private Nature, 
for a ſuperior Genius to exert itſelf in an Endeavour to 
fax a true Standard of Beauty in any of theſe allowed 
and uſeful Kinds of Pleaſures ? In that of Gardening 
icularly, the Taſte of the Nation has long been ſo 
epraved, that I think we might be obliged to any one

in ſome meaſure, prevailed amongſt us, our Gardens, 
for the moſt part, were laid out in ſo formal, aukward, 
and a Manner, that they were really a Scan-

I would have our Country 'Squires flock hither two or 

Times a Year, by way of Improvement; and, 


after they have looked about them a little, return home 


with new Notions, and begin to ſee the Abſurdity of 
their clipped Yews, their Box-wood Borders, their 
flouriſhed Parterres, and their lofty Brick-walls. For 
to me, I muſt own, there a a very viſible Con- 
nexion between an improved Taſte for Pleaſure, and a 
Taſte for Virtue, When I ſi raviſhed at an Oratorio,

or ſtand aſtoniſhed before the Cartoons, or enjoy myſelf 
in theſe happy Walks, I can fee] my Mind expand it- 
ſelf, my Notions inlarge, and my Heart better diſpoſed 
either for a religious Thought; or a benevolent Action. 
In a word, I cannot help imagining a Taſte for theſe 
exalted Pleaſures contributes towards making me a bet- 
ter Man : , Beſides, there is another Advantage in 
Wealth laid out in this elegant Manner, which is this : 
The Money ſpent in the Neighbourhood, by the Com- 
pany daily crouding hither, to ſatisfy their Curioſity. . 
Fhere is a kind of continual Fair; and I have heard 
ſeveral of the Inhabitants of Buckingham ſay, that it is 
one of the beſt Trades they have: Their Inns, their 
Shops, their Farms, and Shambles, all find their Ac- 
count in it : So that, in my Opinion, viewed in this 
Light only, ſuch Productions of Art may be conſidered 
as a very great Advantage to m_ eighbourhood, 
that _ the lucky Situation of being placed near 
them. To this Advantage might be added, the great 
Degree of Pleafure from hence derived daily to ſuch 
Numbers of People. A Place like this, is a kind of 
keeping open Houſe : There is a Repaſt at all Times 
ready 2 the Entertainment of Strangers. And ſure, 
if there is any Degree of Benevolence, you muſt think 
an uſeful End anſwered in thus affording an innocent 
Gratification to ſo many Fellow-Creatures. A Sunday 
Evening ſpent here, adds a new Reliſh to the Day of 
Reſt, and makes the Sabbath appear more chearful to 
the Labourer, after a toilſome Week. For my Part, I 
aſſure you, I have ſcarce experienced a greater Pleaſure, 
than I have often felt, upon meeting a Variety of 
pleaſed Faces in theſe Walks. All Care and Uneafi-- 
neſs ſeem to be left behind at the Garden-Door, and 
People enter here fully reſolved to enjoy thernſelves, 
and the ſeveral beautiful Objects around — In one
